LAS VEGAS, Nev. <UB-~One of 
the most powerful atomic explosions 
ever touched off inside the United 
States today set in motion the first 
Marine Corps helicopter maneuver 
In history In the wake of the atom 
bomb. 
Forty Sikorsky helicopters leap­ 
frogged 200 Marines in full battle 
gear almost within a mile of 
"ground zero** beneath the king­ 
sized blast that the atomic energy 
commission detonated atop a 300- 
foot tow«* at 4:35 am. PST. 
BIGGEST »LAST IN SERIES 
The explosion produced the most 
brilliant flash of the six nuclear 
blasts during the spring test series 
at Yucca Flat It was so potent 
that its light was seen faintly in 
Montana, 850 miles to the north­ 
east, and very clearly in Los Angeles, 
300 miles to the southwest. 
An 800,000 square-mile area in 
southwestern United 
States was 
banned to all aircraft for 12 hours 
following the detonation because of 
the danger of radiation from the 
cloud. 
TOWER VAPORIZED 
The AEC reported the tower was 
vaporized completely. In a few of 
the preceding five tests this spring 
a port of the tower has remained 
after the blast. 
The largest fireball of all Nevada 
atomic tests to date shot up, signal­ 
ing approximately 2.200 Marines in 
six-foot-deep trenches two and one- 
third miles away to start moving in 
their first belicopter-atomie man­ 
euver in history.

•WAITING FOR A HOME' 
County Seeks Homes For Boys 
Who All Need Love Of Parents 


By CHARLES N. EISCHEK 
While most teen-age boys' are 
planning summer vacations with 
their families, there’s one 12-year- 
old Marin youth who faces the care­ 
free summer months without com­ 
panionship of parents or friends. 
As it looks now the youth will 
spend much of the future in a spec­ 
ial home just waiting for an aver­ 
age Marin couple to make hte$ a 
part of their family. 
He has a mother and father and 
three brothers and sister—but fam­ 
ily troubles prevent them from 
working together as a family group 
Bo, the boy has been taken under 
the protective custody of the Coun­ 
ty Welfare department 
The healthy youth is only one 
of several children who are looking 
for special foster homes through the 
welfare agency. 
HOMES NEEDED 
Mbm Helen Griffin and Mrs. Ber­ 
tha McCoy of the department point 
out the need for ‘‘hemes’’ for these 


youths by saying, "each child can 
be made a normal and good citi­ 
zen with just a little help from 
foster parent! 
And what does it mean to be a 
foster parent ? 
Very little, say the welfare work­ 
ers. First, the family should be 
happy and emotionally stable so as 
to settle minor problems without 
becoming excited or discouraged. 
Next, the yearly income needs only 
to be average for a Marin family. 
Finally, the family should be suited 
to the foster child aecmding to 
studies by the welfare workers. 
Fear instance, the 12-year-old boy 
who’s looking for a hone has come 
from a family where the parents 
were haring trouble settling their 
own problems and couldn’t teach 
the boy to be mature, Miss Griffith 
said. 
So, the youth was growing up 
without the help of experience or 
companionship of his family, she 
wait on.

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"What he needs is the love and 
guidance of a mother and tether 
who gain satisfaction from watch­ 
ing a young boy grow up to be 
strong and well trained,” the wel­ 
fare worker stated. 
He would seem to fit well into 
a home of a young or middle aged 
family according to studies of the 
department. 
The cost of caring for him will 
be almost nil because the county will 
pay $60 a month to the family who 
makes him their son. 
"He’s an average 
student in 
school,” Miss Griffith points out, 
"and there’s every indication that 
he can be a normal, well adjusted 
boy with proper training * 
However, the boy is one of five 
such cases now worrying the wel­ 
fare department. All fife need spec­ 
ial foster homes to help solve their 
youthful problems. 
MOTHER DEAD 
Another is a teen-age boy whose 
mother died a short while age and 
whose tether is often too busy with 
his work to help the youth grow 
through his formative years. 
Then there’s an eight year old 
boy who was injured in a tragic 
accident and is now recovering. 
He’s in a Ban Francisco hospital 
but be can be released to a family 
who live on a level home site and 
can spend some time helping him 
make up for the time he lost in 
the hospital. 
In short, all five yopngiters need 
special homes—special because of 
the time and patience which foster- 
parents will have to give than to 
grow into normal adults,

That Was The News 
47 Years Ago As 
'Great Fire' Started 


As the first faint streaks of dawn 
began to filter into the Bay Area 
from the east, an ominous rumbling 
commenced to write the moot dis­ 
astrous page in San Francisco’s his­ 
tory—47 years ago this morning. 
As the rumbling increased to a 
deafening roar, heard throughout 
the Bay Area, the buildings of the 
growing metropolis were shaken into 
heaps of nibble where they stood 
and la the streets. 
There followed a fire for several 
days compared to Chicago’s holo­ 
caust in 1871 and the Maze that de­ 
voured a third of London in the 17th 
century. 
Hundreds of persons were killed 
and thousands were made homeless. 
And, as it seemed, one city was 
mortally wounded, another was bom. 
At the present site of Daly city, 
thousands of refugees pitched tents, 
threw shacks together, camped, or 
Just stood back and gazed In horrible 
awe at the flames and towering 
smoke clouding the Bay Area. 
Refugees fled to all parts of the 
Bay Area and many came by f erry to 
Harto, as citizens here organized 
relief committees to aid the stricken 
people. Many stayed to make their 
homes aqd live their lives here. 
SAN RAFAEL DISPLAY 
In recognition of that disastrous 
dawn in 1906, four panoramic views 
showing San Francisco engulfed to 
smoke and flames and the resultant 
devastation on that fateful April 18, 
1906 are on display at Min to and 
Wilkie Insurance at 1221 Fourth 
street, S&n Rafael, Toppling build­ 
ings and fallen columns present the 
"Last Days of Pompeii” effect, and 
part of the flattened area is remini­ 
scent of atomic-bombld Hiroshima. 
For two minutes the shake spread 
out through Marin county from the 
San Andreas fault line in the earth’s 
crust which reaches out along the 
western part of the county. 
... 
But only two lives were lost here- 
snuffed out as they were crouched 
under the falling stones of a house 
a mile and a half smit h east of Tó­ 
males, on the fault line, which was 
worst h it 
The stone Catholic church in Tó­ 
males was completely wrecked. The 
bank building, a saloon, and stone 
store were demolished. Frame struc­ 
tures collapsed. All the chimneys 
fell. Tracks of the old narrow-gauge 
railroad were twisted into tortuous 
ribbons of steel. Three monuments 
remained standing to the dfcmetery. 
Near Olema, the earth opened at 
the Shatter ranch, a cow fell to and 
the gap crushed shut again, with 
only the tail of the cow showing. 
Dairy workers said they and the 
animals were thrown to the ground. 
FELT IN AN RAFAEL 
In San Rafael, bottles smashed to 
the floor at the Inman drug store, 
fourth and C streets. Clocks stopped 
in the J. D. Bennett jewelry store. 
Shelved goods were thrown to the 
floor at the grocery store at First 
and E streets. 
Of 100 chimneys on the A. W. Fos­ 
ter home to Fairhitis, San Rafael, 
only one was shaken down. 
In San Anselmo, part of the tower 
toppled through the roof of the lib­ 
rary at the San Francisco Theologi­ 
cal Seminary. 
Half the buildings were thrown 
from their foundations at the delta 
oí Pine Gulch creek in the north 
part of Bolinas. The Black school 
shifted two feet south at Point Reyes 
Station. A locomotive and three pas­ 
senger cars were thrown onto their 
sides at the railroad station. Rail­ 
road trestles and fills sank two to 
eight feet along Tómales bay.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Voters Put New San Rafael 
Council In Tough Position 


$*« Rafael city council finds itself in a criti­ 
cal position as a result of this week’s bond elec­ 
tion outcome, It is a tough position into which 
two new couxtciimen ha\e been thrust-a I* 
though they asked for it 
Results of the election indicated that the 
people want the city to go ahead with its off- 
street parking project. They voted to authorize 
use of parking meter funds for that purpose. 
At the s««>e time they voted not to float a bond 
issue for street repairs. 
The combination of the two means le s s 
money for the streets than the city has had in 
the past. 
The results would indicate that the residents 
want the parking meter money used for park­ 
ing. Previously the meter profits have gone into 
the street funds. They amount to about $40,000 
per year. 
The voters did not say this meter money 
HAD to be used for oif-itreet parking, just that 
- it could be so used. But, the implication ap­ 
parently was dear that they wanted it so used. 
First question the new council must settle then 
is whether to keep using the meter money for 
streets and delay the of {street parking, or put 
the money into the parking and retard the 
street program. 


That still isn’t the end. Next question is what 
about the streets in either case? The voters 
>' said No to a bond issue to improv e the streets. 
1 This means that the dry's needed street im- 
*# 
provement program must be financed, in some 
other way. Because there apparently is no other 


way that a large sum of money would be ntade 
readily available, it appears the city's street 
program must be drastically curtailed. 
Then there is the matter of the sewers, by 
the doses' of margins the proposed $75,000 
bond issue was defeated. The problem remains, 
and it ii a critical one. What can be done? 
One answer might be to work out some 
arrangement between San Rafael Sanitation 
District and die city. The council is pondering 
the legal and other aspects of thk proposal and 
may come up with an answer. 
One of the disheartening things for the coun­ 
cil was that the vote w as so close. Not consider­ 
ing the 16 absentee voters, which were to be 
counted last night, the sewer bond result could 
have been changed by a switch of 19 votes from 
No to Yes. Slightly over six tenths of one per 
cent of the voters held the controlling votes 
and. by voting No, thwarted the will of 66 per 
cent 
In the street bond election the difference was 
greater. A switch of 226 votes would have been 
needed for the will of the 59 per cent to have 
prevailed. 
The dty council put the bond issues cm the 
ballot because it believed bonds were the 
proper way of solving the problems. Under our 
democratic system, the voters have rejected that 
approach. But a negative attitude is not a solu* 
tion. The problems remain. 
If any of the more than a third of the voters 
who opposed the bond issues have a better solu­ 
tion, or any solution at all, the council would 
be more than happy to hear about it.

Settlement 


Although an armistice in Ko­ 
rea would now seem to be possi­ 
ble, to m is no present prospect 
of a Korean settlement. 
There Is every prosper? that for 
an indefinite time to come Korea 
will remain divided at what is 
now t o line of battle—and that 
the Chinese army will remain in 
the north and the American army, 
as the president indicated only the 
other day, will remain in the 
south. I » 
This state of affairs might go 
on for years. Korea could easily 
become a kind of Far Eastern 
Austria, compelled to wait until 
much greater issues are resolved 
elsewhere. We are virtually cer­ 
tain to remain involved for a long 
time in a divided, devastated and • 
far from docile country. 


THIS 18 THE most likely situ­ 
ation which lies ahead, and to 
it the next phase of our Korean 
policy will have to be addressed. 
We need waste no time and 
energy quarreling with one an­ 
other as to whether we will settle 
for the 38th Parallel, the present 
battle line, the waist of Korea or 
the Yalu frontier. If to re is an 
armistice, we shall have to sit 
down where we are now standing. 


THE CONDITION of Korea will 
be very serious. Dr. Howard Rusk 
believes that to re have been 1,- 
000,000 civilian casualties 
in 
a 
population of 22,000,000. 
About 400100 
dwellings 
have 
been destroyed and 
the 
ruined 
buildings, power plants, factories, 
transport facilities, mining iquip- 
ment and ships are valued at 
about $1,500,000,000 
, 
Money needed for relief, reha­ 
bilitation and reconstruction 
in 
South Korea alone is not likely to 
be much less than $2,000,000,000 
over a period of about seven years. 
This is t o money that Is sup­ 
posed to be needed to restore t o 
per capita volume of goods and 
services in South Korea to t o 
level it was at before t o war be­ 
gan. It is a very conservative fig-' 
ure because it supposes that the 
military expenditures of South Ko­ 
rea win be only at the low pre­ 
war level. 
Before anyone starts wringing 
his hands, he should recall that 
the cost of restoring South Korea 
over a period of seven years is 
considerably less than the cost of 
t o ammunition that is shot off in 
one year of fighting. The figure 
for ammunition is something Hke 
. 
a jfa r. We ought to 
. nrxm e w afwrti that much or 
f. something tike that much to ro­ 
ster« the land where so many brave 
men have given their lives. 


.BUT MONET alone will not 
come anywhere near making t o 
condition of life in t o Korea pen­ 
insula comfortable or even tolera­ 
ble. The whole Korean nation will 
have to be given a realizable hope 
for the future. 
The Koreans on £oth sides of 
the line will have to wait, perhaps 
for years, for the % day—if it ever 
comes—when t o world powers are 
sufficiently secure against war to 
permit «nail but highly strategic 
countries like Korea to enjoy their 
Independence 
Until that time comes, the great 
powers will not let go of Korea. 
Ami Korea will remain a divided 
and, however it is disguised, an 
occupied country. 


THE QUESTION is where can 
and where should t o Koreans look 
for that realizable hope for their 
future? 
It is a most difficult question 
and full of anguish for those who 
must think to u t it It is easier 
to say where the Koreans cannot 
look for the kind of hope that will 
sustain them during a long, un­ 
comfortable and tedious and frus­ 
trating armistice. They will not 
find it in any of the announced 
war aims of the chief belligerents. 


THEY WILL not find hope in 
the announced war aims because 
they cannot be carried out. The 
war is ending without a military 
decision. All the terms as yet an­ 
nounced from Moscow, from Pei­ 
ping, from Pyongyang. *t t o UN, 
by President Rhee, by Secretary 
Dulles or by Sens tor Knowiand 
are based on t o assumption of a 
military victory. 
No one in high place op either 
side has as yet 
said 
anything 
about Korea which doesn't boil 
down to the wishful notion t o t 
he would like to get out of the 
military stalemate the profits of 
an unconditional surrender. Until 
this illusion passes away, ige shall 
not be rational enough to talk 
about peace.

Would Ban 
Mail Law

SACRAMENTO <CNS> — In­ 
sidious inroads made on the free­ 
dom of the individual to achieve 
t o kind of life he wants to live, 
appear to have no ending insofar 
as the special interests at the state 
legislature are concerned. 
Latest attempt to dictate to the 
men and women of California has 
been made by the California State 
Bar, which is sponsoring a bill 
which would exclude 
correspon­ 
dence school students with no col­ 
lege training from admission to 
practice law in this state. 


THE BATTLE of the California 
Bar association to make the legal 
fraternity a closed corporation has 
been a long one. Already almost 
the sole arbiter of who shall be 
admitted to practice, and who shall 
be excluded through the bar ex­ 
aminations, the association 
now 
wants to go farther and say who 
shall, and who shall not be per­ 
mitted to take the tests. 
In Senate Bill 651, now in the 
hands of a sub-committee for fur­ 
ther study, there is a provision 
that to be certified for admission 
to the bar, a student of law must 
have completed at legst two year* 
of college work, or its equivalent, 
to be determined by a committee 
of bar examiners. 


THE MEASURE, according to 
its sponsors, would eliminate law 
office or correspondence school 
study as the sole means of pre­ 
paring for t o bar examinations. 
When the Senate judiciary com­ 
mittee considered the bill, it drew 
fire even from its author, Senator 
Donald L. Grunsky, of Santa 
Cruz. Grunsky 
indicated 
from 
questioning the sponsors that he 
had little idea the measure was 
so far reaching in scope. 
Senator Jack B. Tenney, of Los 
Angeles, said such a measure would 
have precluded the practice of law 
by President Lincoln. 
Senator A. R, Way, Humboldt 
county, wanted to know if t o 
m e a s u r e prevented ambitious 
young men who haven’t enough 
money to go to college from be­ 
ing admitted to the bar. 


BUT AT THE hearing» * cor­ 
respondence school student hit the 
nail on the head when he said 
that what the bill really says is, 
"You’re on the wrong side of the 
tracks, Mac, shove off!’*

point. Quite obviously, t o publio 
should have sufficient protection 
against quackery through t o reg­ 
ularly established bar examinations 
to assure a crop of new attorneys 
dedicated to the interests of sound 
law practice.

■■Right To Know' 


WASHINGTON OJ-B-The Ameri­ 
can Bodety Of Newspaper Editors 
received reports today that although 
there have been important ad­ 
vances the fight for a free flow of 
news is still far from won. 


th e right ef the American peo­ 
ple to knew what their elected 
officials art doing was the prin­

convention. 
Progress and setbacks were re­ 
ported by James 8. Pope, editor of 
the Louisville, Ky., Courier-Journal 
and Times, chairman of the society’s 
•‘Freedom of Information** commit­ 
tee; Dr. Harold L. Cross, author of 
the society’s new book, "The People’s 
Right to Know,** and Paul Block 
Jr., chairman of a special subcom­ 
mittee on atomic information. 
PUBLIC’S ROLE 
Block concluded, on the basis of 
a three-year study, that "atomic 
energy needs the healthy pressure 
of public opinion” and a "much 
healthier public understanding" to 
realise the full possibilities of the 
benefits it offers. 
Cross, a lawyer who had made a 
special study of the aids and hin- 
dfranees to public information, re­ 
ported that "legislation had gone 
well” but court &cisioas and at­ 
torney general opinions add up to 
an "overall stalemate” on the prob­ 
lem. 
QUESTION MAM 
Pope found some good and some 
bad—from a freedom Of informa­ 
tion standpoint—in the new Repub­ 
lican administration. He reserved 
a final opinion until it had had 
more time to show what it will do. 
But, he suggested that toe editors 
and their readers might have far 
more influence on a free flow of 
news than any inner mood of the 
new administration leaders

Roofing 
The roof on your house should 
last for many years. With every 
roof it is important that the down­ 
spouts be kept clear and unob­ 
structed by tree limbs, leaves, balls, 
etc. Any obstruction will stop the 
downspout from functioning and 
flood the roof. Care should be ex­ 
ercised when anyone is walking on 
the roof so as not to do any dam­ 
age. This is particularly true in the 
matter of placing a radio or télé­ 
vision aerial, and a careless instal­ 
lation of an aerial will often be 
cause of serious roof leak. 
Clean all gutters once a year 
Remove the cleanings. Don’t sweep 
them into the downspout. Paint in­ 
side of gutters every three years 
If any corners are open, fill open­ 
ing with black hydroseal. Flashings 
should be painted as part of gen- 
oral maintenance.

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ALBERT WILSON ON GARDENING 
Relentless War On Pests 
Starts With. Maneuvers Now 


This month it is proper to start 
the battle against pests, and the 
war keeps up relentlessly all sum­ 
mer long. We do this by immedi­ 
ately getting knowledge of the 
habits of our insect pests. We 
premise their emergence from hid­ 
den homes, and we set traps for 
some of them. 
Aphis we know come in droves 
every 10 days. They hatch and 
walk to a good place on a host 
plant, and some ride the wind into 
the garden. Nicotine and lindane, 
aerve very well as aphis controls. 
DIABROTICAS from eggs laid 
at the base of choice plants, hatch 
in seven to 10 days. They go right 
to work grubbing the roots of the 
nearest plant. Later the adults 
march up into the leaves, stems 
and flowers and slash away. They 
cut the petals to pieces, they chew 
out chunks of the camellia, rho­ 
dodendron, 
laurel, 
and 
hedge 
plant privet leaves. Use chlordane 
dust, DDT and poison baits to con­ 
trol. Apply early and be generous 
with these materials down at «.he 
lower stems and root crowns, of 
your host plants. 
Citrus scale is another busy in­ 
sect guilty of collective attack on 
lemon, orange, tangerine, in fact 
all members of the citrus family. 
This scale will attack also box­ 
wood, 
holly, 
mulberry, 
quince, 
olive, banana, and the palm. 
THERE ARE OTHER kinds of 
scale insects, the armored, for ex­ 
ample. These do not put mit hon-

ey dew, but attack a wide range 
of garden plants. Ivy, 
oleander, 
lantana, euonymus, choisya. gar­ 
denias and the like are particular 
favorites of the 
armored 
scale. 
Scale insects are held In oheck 
with the summer oil sprdys. These 
are applied most effectively when 
the insects are crawling. Now they 
are on the move, they will be on 
the move again in July and Au­ 
gust, thus you can have two cracks 
at them. Complete 
coverage 
is 
best since the oil will smother the 
young crawlers before they can 
do new damage. 
White flies hatch every 10 to 14 
days. The young crawl to a new 
spot on the host plant, settle down 
and begin weakening the plant by 
strengthening 
themselves. 
They 
rob the plant of its rich sugar 
laden sap. 
We must get the white fly in 
the egg stage. That is the stage 
they are in now. So spray the un­ 
dersides of the leaves as well as 
the upper. You may use several 
kinds of insecticides anyone of 
which is known to destroy white 
fly. DDT, nicotine sulphate, and 
pyrethrum are good. You may use 
these sprays singly or you may 
combine them. 
WHITE FLY WILL appear more 
than once, so the idea is to keep 
the gun loaded and move to ac­ 
tion when you encounter an in­ 
vasion. 
Mealy bugs are on the move 
now. Warm sunny days always 
brings them a running. Look at 
the orange tree, gardenia, lan­ 
tana, geranium, and grape vine. 


Challenge those plants known 
as space fillers. Don't keep a plant 
in the garden that fails to earn 
its way. If you have a shrub or 
perennial which has been In your 
garden three years and you have 
not looked at it, better take it 
out. The chances are it has grown 
scrubby, and has bad habits. Few 
* plants can go three years without 
some attention such as pruning, 
spraying and removing of dead 
parts. 
Remember good plantsmen in­ 
sist on refurbishing their gardens 
once every seven 
years. 
They 
boldly take out old spent plants 
and replace them with strong new 
ones. 
Too many kinds of shruhs in a 
small garden 
become 
tiresome. 
Thin out and make combinations. 
Use a few varieties, but combine 
them so that the total effect is 
restful. 
ESTABLISH PLANTS in groups j 
to build good pictures. For ex­ 
ample just the other day I saw 
the gray-teaved, plow-shore aca­ 
cia combined with the common 
abelia. It was an ideal arrange­ 
ment with a somewhat bluish cast 
from the acacia 
and 
a 
rustic 
bronze green from the abelia. 
Many new types of plants are 
available. Raphiolepis with deep 
rose pink flowers, hibscus, Kate 
Seasioits with amber-pink flowers, 
hydrangea Amy Pasquar, 
dwarf 
with cluster of deep rose blooms; 
ceanothus gloriosus from 
Point 
Reyes; long-blooming Gerald ton 
wax flower with graceful arching 
branches covered every years with 
sprays of rose colored flowers. 


Fertilizer 
Manure is a good natural fer­ 
tilizer and, if available, may be 
used to supply your garden soil 
with the necessary amounts of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash, 
and organic matter. In the Im­ 
perial and Coachella valleys, the 
manure should be supplemented 
with treble or superphosphate. 
Do not use manure containing 
a large amount of straw, as the 
straw does not work into the soil 
well, and may use up soil nitro­ 
gen. The manure should also be 
fairly free of weed seeds. 
Apply manure to the garden 
each year, in the fall, at the rate 
of about Vi to I pound per square 
foot. 
Commercial or chemical fertiliz­ 
ers may also be used to increase 
yields if manure is not available. 
Most of th? fertilizers used on field 
crops are also good for the home 
garden.

Mealy bugs get on these plants. 
You can keep down his numbers 
with one of the summer oil sprays. 
EARWIGS HAVE become a ser­ 
ious pest. Called scavengers they 
attack both deed and living plant 
material. However, it is one form 
in particular that desiccates our 
living ornamental plants. Leaves 
showing big chunks chewed out 
have been attacked by the ear­ 
wig. He comes at night and works 
furiously. When 
sunlight 
comes 
he goes, he hides in the cool 
moist places. 
We must prepare for this noc­ 
turnal visitor now In April, One 
of the best ways is 
to 
spread 
chlordane dust, or DDT or BHC. 
Poison baits help also. The idea 
is to get the property all around 
thoroughly supplied with one of 
these insecticides or poison baits. 
Go searching for ants. I discov­ 
ered a busy colony in my basement 
among the glasses of jelly. The 
warm furnace there made things 
nice for these pests. Ants can’t 
take chlordane dust^ get one of 
5, 6 to 10%, the stronger the bet­ 
ter. 
CATERPILLARS ARE in their 
tents now. Go for them before 
they go for the new leaves on your 
trees and shrubs. A long-handled 
pruning hook will 
fetch 
down 
some of the tents. Burn those you 
get. Of course arsencial sprays on 
the leaves will keep down their 
numbers when they have gotten 
away from the tent. 
Rose snout beetles get after a 
number of plants including hibis­ 
cus, lemon, and Mexican orange. 
Chlordane, lindane and DDT will 
get the rose snout beetle. Put the 
insecticide out early in the morn­ 
ing. 
Remember one of the best weap­ 
ons against insect pests is house­ 
keeping. Clean up the places where 
these enemies breed. Look around 
the compost 
pile, 
under 
loose 
boards, under large leaves such as 
loquat, magnolia, and aralia. Look 
under the hedge along the boun­ 
daries, clean these places up and 
you will rid your garden of thou­ 
sands of insect pests.

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ESPECIALLY LEMONS 
Evergreen Plants Both 
Ornamental And Fruitful 
By DONALD C. PERRY 
Part of the fun of outdoor living in California is the harvest of 
fruits from evergreen plants that are both ornamental and fruitful. 
It is surprising how adaptable are these plants with the twofold value 
to the modern garden. 
They are used in the foundation planting, 
usually in sunny exposures; they are used in the shrubbery border to 
tend interest through their foliage, flowers or fruits; and many are 
excellent tub subjects for terraces and patio. 
The best known of the fruitful 
shrubs Is the Meyer lemon, and 
is uses are many. You wUl find it 
planted against sunny walls, used 
as a medium-height 
hedge, 
or 
growing as tubbed or box speci­ 
mens on a sunny terrace. The 
flowers appear in every month of 
the year and on mature plans there 
are several crops of fruit, the first 
ripening in late summer and early 
"'fall, the others continuing through 
**the winter. The juice is mildly 
acid, just right for beverage pur­ 
poses, A light pruning each spring 
to keep the plants in shape is de­ 
sirable. 
A COMPANION SHRUB to the 
Meyer lemon Is the Rang pur lime. 
The deep yellow fruits are fiat- 
round and borne in profusion. Like 
the Meyer lemon, fragrant flowers 
and fruits are present in every 
month of the year • on 
mature 
plants. Use the Rangpur lime for 
the same purposes as the Meyer 
lemon, keeping in mind that they 
are not quite so vigorous in growth 
and are naturally inclined to be a 
little more spreading than upright. 
The juice of this lime is 
more 
spritely than the Meyer lemon and 
the green fruits are excellent for 
adding the right touch of sharp­ 
ness to your favorite summer 
drink. 
Other 
members 
of 
the 
citrus family that should be men­ 
tioned for outdoor garden enjoy­ 
ment art the Calamondin and the 
Limequat, both fairly 
hardy 
in 
northern California gardens. The 
Kumquat, whose tiny fruits are 
eaten whole, have long been a fav­ 
orite in tubs and planting boxes 
because of their 
natural 
dwarf 


habit. 
A LITTLE KNOWN shrub that 
should appear more often 
with 
contemporary architecture is the 
Myrtus Ugnl, or Chilean Guava. 
It is adapted by nature to a me­ 
dium-height group planting com­ 
plementing the sweeping lines of a 
California ranch style building. 
The rounded glossy foliage is tinted 
bronze, the flowers creamy-white 
and the fruits are purplish and 
edible. Here is a fine plant that 
will do best in part shade, al­ 
though it will stand a lot of sun, 
too. The plant is perfectly hardy 
under our local conditions and noi 
at all fussy as to soil conditions. 
The Strawberry Guava is well 
known to most gardeners for its 
attractive, glossy foliage and red­ 
dish fruits. It grows to medium 
height and prefers a sunny expos­ 
ure. 
The habit is rounded and 
compact with the new shoots in­ 
clined to droop and It is very 
easily kept in fine shape by an 
occasional 
light 
pruning. 
The 
dense foliage looks well all the 
year round and the clusters of pale 
yellow flowers add to the plant’s 
interest in spring. 
The Straw­ 
berry Guava will make an attrac­ 
tive group planting for the home 
foundation or the shrubbery border 
or make a fine low hedge.

Frank Snowden 3rd vice president 
of California Congress of Parents 
and Teachers and Mrs . Robert 
Bogan, state parent education chair­ 
man develop thVsse statements when 
the annual North Bay Conference 
of the California Congress of Par­ 
ents and Teachers met April 14 and 
15 at Santa Rosa. 
The two day conclave was organi­ 
zed into special conference® a n d 
lunclieon chats by state and district 
officers and two general sessions and 
a dinner meeting with outstanding 
speakers. Choirs from 
the Santa 
Rosa schools entertained at the gen­ 
eral sessions. The Mothersingers of 
Marin and Sonoma counties sang 
at the dinner, under direction of 
their leaders, Mrs. Clyde Murray oi 
San Anselmo and Mrs. Eric Spald­ 
ing of Santa Rosa and then com­ 
bined under Mr«=. Murray’s direction 
to sing state convention songs. 
Dr. Walter Loban, * professor of 
Education at Berkeley, who was the 
speaker at the rtir.no repeated on 
request, his speech made at last 
year’s convention. His theme, the 
need for better undei standing of 
children at home and in the schools, 
he carried out by telling human 
interest stories.

Mrs. Snowden quoted the Child's

Home Breaking-1 n Period 
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The problem of housing a boy and a girl In the same room 
m ay be solved for a while by constructing a modern storage 
wall. 
This m ay be made of a panel material that combines 
economy, good looks and long wear— tempered hardboard. 
The youngsters in the room shown <r»ow have their own 
closets with sliding doors. 
Lumber dealers can supply the 
wood fram ing members, the tempered hardboard and the 
new material, as well as the hardware and paint. 
Any 
carpenter, professional or amateur, can build a storage wall 
like the one shown at reasonable cost in money and time. 


When 
e 
new 
navy 
ship 
is 
launched, its first trip on the 
water 
is 
called 
a 
shakedown 
'cruise. A new house is much like 
a ship—it needs a shakedown 
cruise, a breaking-in period dur­ 
ing which it settles down to the 
business of being a home. 
Take the foundation walls, lor 
Instance. If there is a founda­ 
tion of poured concrete, it is im­ 
portant to remember that con­ 
crete expands with heat, contracts 
with cold. This, plus the natural 
shrinkage that takes place when 
concrete sets, inevitably 
causes 
some cracking. 
THE STRUCTURAL lumber in 
a house includes the joists, stud­ 
ding, rafters, beams. These mem­ 
bers have all been selected of 
sizes and grade that provide a 
large factor of safety over and 
beyond that which is necessary 
to carry the load for which they 
are intended. But shrinkage is 
inevitable. 
Shrinkage, which occurs even in 
kiln-dried wood, can be minim­ 
ized by keeping the heat at a 
reasonable 70 F, particularly dur­ 
ing the first year, instead of 
running a very high temperature 
which will dry the house out too 
quickly. 
Since the plaster or wallboard 
in the home is placed over wood, 
it is subject to various reactions 
due 
to 
atmospheric 
conditions. 
The average homeowner thinks 
that cracks in plaster represent 
defects in the home. This is not 
true. 
IN THE CASE OF A binding 
door one should be patient (un­ 
less the door jams badly)—and 
pot too quick to plane. Wait for 
dry weather when the door has 
dried to normal. 
The 
builder, 
in 
supplying 
a 
properly manufactured door, has 
done everything possible to in­ 
sure that it is a good door. Twist­ 
ing or warping are beyond his 
control and can happen to any 
door. Cracks at joints can be 
filled readily and when the house 
is redecorated there is no dif­ 
ficulty in covering them so that 
they are no longer noticeable. 
Another effect of wood shrink­ 
age will often be noticed in the 
bathroom—a separation between 
the tub and wall tile and between 
the floor tile and the tub. This 
may easily be remedied by filling 
the crack, after maximum separa­ 


tion has taken place, with white 
cement inexpensively procured at 
any hardware store. 
The hardwood floors in a home 
are good kiln-dried wood but will 
shrink some and cause the joints 
between the boards to separate. 
With wood floors it is well to keep 
in mind to never clean them with 
soap and water, as both the fin­ 
ish and the wood will be injured, 
and sometimes the floor may even 
buckle. 
The roof of the house should 
last for many years. With every 
roof it is important that the 
downspouts be kept clear and un­ 
obstructed by tree limbs,"1 leaves, 
balls and toys. 
Care should be exercised when 
anyone is walking on the roof so 
as not to do any damage. This 
is particularly true in the matter 
of placing a radio or television 
aerial. Careless installation of an 
aerial will often be the cause of 
a serious leak. 
When you 
examine a house 
with an idea of buying it, you 
can take some good tips from an 
appraiser—the man who special­ 
ises in placing values on houses. 
Some of the points to be con­ 
sidered were recently summed up 
in The Review of the Society of 
Residential Appraisers. 
1. Looking at the underside of 
a house will reveal the condition 
and sise of structural lumber, 
adequacy of nailing, signs of ser­ 
ious slippage or settlement, evi­ 
dence of dry rot or termites, rust 
at the joints of plumbing pipes. 
Rapping the pipes with a hard 
object discloses whether the pipes 
are clear, or clogged with lime­ 
stone deposits. 
t. Mitering above door fram­ 
ing is inspected for quality of 
workmanship. If there has been 
much planing of the doors, it 
usually 
indicates 
swelling 
of 
wood, poor fit, settling of the 
house or poor construction. 
1 Tile work is also examined 
to see whether there has been 
movement or settling. 
4. Even after careful redeco­ 
rating, excessive cracking of plas­ 
ter can be detected by running 
the fingertips over the surface of 
the wall.

B arnabas 
was a “good m an,“ S t. Luke tells 
us, “full of th e Holy G host and 
of faith." 
Evidently feeling th a t m ore th a n 
his work was needed in Antioch, 
B arnabas w ent to T arsus, w here 
P au l was, and brought Paul back 
w ith him . T he two labored w ith 
other 
prophets 
and 
teachers, 
“m inistering to th e 
Lord 
and 
fasting," until th e Holy G host d i­ 
rected th a t they send Paul and 
B arnabas on their first m ission­ 
ary journey. T h e ohurch fath ers 
“laid th eir han d s on th e two, and 
they sailed to Cyprus."

T h e re .Is a little churchyard at 
From e, E ngland and if some day 
you should visit it be sure to seek 
out an Iron railing on th e sod 
under th e east 
window of the 
church Itself. 
THE PLAIN IRO N RAILING 
fram es the grave of Bishop Thom as 
K en, befoved seventeenth century 
churchm an and the m an who gave 
Christendom its great doxology. 
Born a t B erkham pstead, Eng­ 
land in 1037, Bishop K en was edu­ 
cated a t W inchester School and 
a t Oxford U niversity. 
He wrote 
th ree fam ous hym ns—a “m orning 
hymn,** an “evening hym n" and a 
“m idnight hym nn"—all to be used 
by students of W inchester College 
for th eir devotions. 
T he hym ns 
were 
published 
in 
1895. 
Oddly 
enough, he closed each of (hem 
w ith the four lines which today are 
sung as a doxology by C hristians 
everywhere. 
THERE WAS A FORW ARD in 
th e booklet in which the hym ns 
appeared; the good bishop told th e 
students: “Be sure to sing th e 
m orning and evening hym ns in 
your cham ber, devoutly rem em ber­ 
ing th a t th e Psalm ist upon happy 
experience assures you th a t it is 
a good thing to tell of the foving- 


kindness of the Lord early In th e 
m orning and of His tru th in th e 
n ig h t season." . 
It is said th a t Bishop K en used 
to sing th e hym ns him self (playing

lost his sight. W hen P aulus saw 
th a t m iracle, he believed. 
Leaving 
Cyprus 
the 
m ission­ 
aries w ent to Antioch in Pisaha. 
T here P aul gave his first m is­ 
sionary 
serm on, giving 
a brief 
history of the Jew ish nation and 
how God h ad led His people out 
of Egypt into the w ilderness and 
h ad cared for them all th e way. 
T hen he told of the com ing of 
Jesus, and His m essage to His 
people; how the rulers knew Him 
not and p u t Him to death, but He 
was raised from th e dead! 
MAN IT W ERE MUCH im pressed 
with Paul's preaching and begged 
him to teach again. M any G en­ 
tiles were glad when they heard 
the m issionaries’ m essage was for 
them , too. “And the word of th e 
Lord was published throughout all 
the region." 
As usual; m any Jew s and “ho n ­ 
orable wom en" of th e city, too* 
were stirred 
up to resent th e 
teaching and they “expelled P aul 
and 
B arnabas 
out 
of 
th eir 
coasts." 
B oth m en w ent to th e syna­ 
gogue In Iconium . and spoke to 
a great m ultitude of Jew s an d 
G reeks, 
b u t 
the 
unbelieving 
am ong 
them 
were 
hostile, 
the 
city being divided, and when they 
were assaulted, the disciples fled 
to Lystra and Derbe. 
I N T H E S E P L A C E S they 
preached, and a t L ystra a m an 
who was crippled with useless feet,, 
and had never walked, listened 
attentively 
to Paul. 
"Beholding 
him and preceiving lie h ad faith 
to be healed, P aul said w ith a 
loud voice, ‘S tan d upright on thy 
feet.*" T he m an, w ithout h esita­ 
tion, did as h e was told and 
“leaped and walked." 
T he people of the city were so 
excited by th is m iracle th a t they 
decided th eir gods h ad come to 
earth , calling B arnabas 'Jupiter* 
an d 
Paul 
‘M ercury,’

rifices w ith th e people." 
P aul and B arnabas were horri­

Enthusiasts for the low, lithe 
vehicles aren’t a t all disturbed by 
the fact th at they can’t use them 
very conveniently for such m un­ 
dane purposes as bringing home 
a week’s supply of groceries. 
To them the sleek little cars 
are things of beauty and objects 
of affection. They prefer them 
to larger, more comfortable auto­ 
mobiles, which they call “Detroit 
mixers,” in Qie same way th at 
some yachtsm en prefer sailboats 
to power boats. 
During the past five years or 
so the sight of a lowcut MO or 
“Jag ” (Jaguar) on M arin roads 
has ceased to be a novelty.

I t’s an 
experiment, but one for which 
W arren has high hopes. He spends 
all his time at the Sports Car 
center working on it after classes 
at the College of Marin. 
ALL THESE MEN are helping 
in the current revival of a tra ­ 
ditional American sport, am ateur 
road racing. They explain th a t in 
the early days of automobiles, a 
race was likely to occur whenever 
and wherever two cars met, and 
the drivers found their dusters 
and goggles convenient pieces of 
equipment. Of course, they didn’t 
go very fast, and there weren’t 
many other cars to watch out for. 
After World W ar I, traffic got 
heavier and m anufacturers leaned 
more toward the big, comfortable 
family-type sedan. Racing became 
& spectator sport with highly paid 
daredevils driving on banked oval 
tracks. 
In Europe, there was no mass 
production of comfortable autos 
on the scale of th at in th e U. S. 
Road racing developed as a pop­ 
ular sport and some manufactur­ 
ers continued making oars for 
amateur sportsman drivers. As a 
result, most «ports caw new used 


in 
this 
country 
are 
imported. 
American automobile m anufacture 
is geared to volume output, and 
the sports car m arket 
is still 
limited. 
IN ROAD .RACING, ordinary 
driving and racing are combined. 
The fuel is premium gasoline of 
the kind available a t roadside sta ­ 
tions. Cars m ust be cyt least 33.4 
inches wide, with two seats, at 
least one solid door, four fen­ 
ders, a self-starter, electric lights, 
horn, 
generator, 
battery, 
foot 
brakes, 
emergency 
brakes 
and 
gearbox. 
The Cooper, of course, doesn’t 
conform to these regulations. I t ’s 
not a sports car but a European 
type racer and competes in a 
special unrestricted class. 
Helping to perpetuate m otoring 
as a sport are various sport& car 
clubs,

Square Wheel Touring society is 
one. Its sixty members are m ain­ 
ly from M arin and Sonoma coun­ 
ties, with a few from San F ran ­ 
cisco.
